The aim ot the flrst editor set 
f(»th in the first editorial:— “Our 
aim is to make the paper more 
than a newspapor," — is the con- 
stant goal of the editor today. 
With the beginning of tbe sec- 
ond yMr of Its existence The Hat- 
chet changed to a larger page and 
a form more bearly resemUing a 
modem newspaper.. The first page 
of the second section of today’s pa- 
per eloeely resemblee those early 
editions and the stories are exact 
copies.

For the past weak C. F. Boaa- 
dow, a nawapapennan of Hamburg, 
Germany, has been an intarestod 
spectator of Gaotge Waabington’i 
fraternities and their fall rushing 
setivitias. 

When questioned as to his mo- 
tives, Boaedow claimed that he had 
haan traveling on the Atlantic aea- 
board visiting various uuivarsltiss 
fbr tho purpose -of studying ths 
American fraternity syitom. 

“I intend, after a eomplata sur- 
vey bare in the UniM States,” 
Bosadow contiaqad, "to oompara 
the American fratomal system with 
that of my own and other Euro- 
pean countries:" 

Boaedow atated that among other 
univaraitiaa he has visited, Tale 
was moat interesting aad Uiat ia 
hb tour he has viewad several 
different chapters of ths same fra- 
ternity. 

The German newspaperman at- 
tended rush partial here at the 
Acacia, S. A. E., and .Sigma Nu 
houaea during the past weak.

1906 Saw First 
Colonial Quintet 
Win Six Games 

Score Impressive Victories 
Over Blue and Gray 
of Georgetown 

Old Doc Naismitt invented the 
game of basketball out in the Kan- 
sas prairies quite a spell before 
1900, but it wasn’t until 1906 that 
a short pants quintet trotted out 
on the hardwood wearing the Buff 
and Blue of George Washington. 

’That first edition of a basket- 
ball team enjoyed a marked success 
for a “first year” team, winning 
six games while losing two. The 
highlights of this first schedule 
wore two important victories over 
Georaetown by scores of 18-16, and 
26-10. The victories were particu- 
larly sweet at that time because 
Georaetown waa a great rival of 
the Buff and Blue.

German Studies 
Fraternal System 

Hamburg Newbpaperman 
Attonda Functiona at 
Local Houaea 

For the past week C. F. Bose,- 
daw, a newspapenun of Hamburg, 
Germany, has been an intarestM 
spectator of Geoige Washington’s 
frateniities and their fall rushing 
actirttiss. 

When questioned as to his mo- 
tives, Boaedow claimed that he had 
fapen traveling on the Atlantic sea- 
board visiting various universities 
for the purpoee -of studying the 
American fraternity system. 

“I intend, after a complete sur- 
vey here in the United States,” 
Bos^ow continued, “to compare 
the American fraternal system with 
that of my own and other Euro- 
pean countries." 

Boeedow stated that among other 
universities he has visited, Yale 
was most interesting and that ia 
his tour he has rtewed several 
different chapters of the same fra- 
ternity. 

The German newspaperman at- 
tended rush parties here at the 
Acacia, S. A. B., and .Sigma Nu 
houses during the past week. 

Upon furthering questioning re- 
ganding his opinions of America 
Greek Tetter societies, Boeedow un- 
burdened himself at great length. 

“The system here in America Is 
somewhat like that in Germany," 
he explained. “At Hrtdelberg, for 
instance, we had our societies, 
which are knowns U the Corps, 
and their Insignia, instead of a 
jeweled badge, is a vari-colored 
cap and a ribbon bandolier of sim- 
ilar color, each Corps, of course, 
having a different set of colors. • 

- “Hitler was a member of the 
Rhenia, one of the oldest of the 
Corps at Heidelberg." 

Boeedow went on, explaining 
that the Oxford ana Cambridge 
universities in England have fra- 
temial clubs similar to the Amer- 
ican fraternity. And, according to 
him similar organisations may he 
found in the French universities. 

‘ However," Boeedow proceeded, 
"in England and on the continent 
the fraternal orders are of a 
strictly local nature and they have 
no such large national organiaa- 
tidh as some of your frateimities 
do." 

Claiming to be a writer for a 
German newspaper syndicate, Bose- 
dow naturally expressed his inter- 
est in college dailies and ireeklies, 
and hastened to say that, in view 
of his short visit, he would be un- 
able to make a study of oollsgiata 
journalism. 

Boeedow expects to sail Friday 
for Germany, where he will wrtte 
on Asserican life for bis

In the prettiest and hardest fought 
game yet seen on University Field tnlB 
season the football elevens of George 
Washington University snd the Univer- 
sity of Maryland were unable to score 
against each other. 

Coach Rorke and his assistants ex- 
pected a hard game, and the Qpange and 
Blue athletes knew that they were goinjf 
up against an agmgation which had 
made a better record against teams which 
both bad played. Knowing that they were 
up against a team of go^ football play- 
ers and would have to play to their beet 
to prevent defeat, eveiy man of the 
George Washington squad played a great 
game. 

From the beginning it was apparent to 
all that the contest would be hud through- 
out. The lethargy which seemed to have 
overcome the team to the Gallaudet game 
was nowhere in evidence. On the offense 
the men who ran with the ball played 
fifty percent better than they did to the 
game with the mutes, while the defense 
was all that could be desired. 

After a careful study of the game it 
cannot be denied that George Washing- 
ton came out of the contest ^th more to 
its credit than did Maryland. The Bal- 
timore team came here with a victory 
over Western Maryland added to their 
record.

Looking back over the 118 years 
of George Washington University 
history, the year 1904 looms aa one 
of the moat importaat in that pe- 
riod. ’That waa the year of great 
changes, the year when Columbian 
University became The George 
Washington. University. 

In 1821 Colombian College was 
established as a Baptist school. It 
continued to be affiliated with that . 
church until the year of re-bIrth. 
True it is that this affiliation was 
on* is name only, for it had been 
decadee since any direct eontroct 
had been made, or any financial aid 
had com* from tha Baptist church. 
Neverthless, the fact remained that 
the Columbian University was at 
the beginning of the year 1904 * 
school established and fostered by 
the Baptist Church. 

In 1904 an act of Congrass 
granted a new charter to this Uni- 
versity. Two main apeeifleation* 
stand out in this document. ’The 
first, that the University was to be 
called George Waabington after its 
founder, and second, that it was to 
be non-sectarian. 

At this paper has no doubt con- 
veyed, it was in 1M4 that ’1^ Hat- 
chet was established, making three 
major changes. 

It was St this time, also, that 
the University colors were changed 
from the meaningless blue and 
orange to the colors of the Colonial 
Army, huff and blue. 

And fifth and finally, it was in 
1904 that the young women of the 
University became completely 
emancipated with the foundation 
of the Women’s Athletic Depart- 
ment. A truly revolutionary step!

Journalism In ths Columbian Col- 
lage is surrounded by a dense fog 
os one looks back at it from the 
heights of the year one thousand 
niiM hundred and tUrty-fonr. Long 
hoars of research among the flies 
on the shelves in the Oeo^e Wash- 
ington Library have brought only 
a few unrelated fasti to light. 

In the days before 1904 there 
were yearbooks a-plsaty. One vras 
called The Mall, anttasr The C 
Book, BiM swi onotbar The Co- 
lumbiod. They date as far back as 
1891. There all traces of year 
books disappear. 

CelaadMaa Preceded Hatehst
